T ra c y declares that, as predicted 
In f o rm e r reports, the crisis in the 
financial affairs of m any political sub­ 
divisions of the state 
has 
arrived. 
"Such a result,” he states, "h as been 
Inevitable since 
1910, 
when legisla­ 
tion greatly restricted the revenues 
with no strict limitation on the debt- 
cre a tin g powers of the local a u tho ri­ 
ties.” 
T h e state a ud ito r poiMs out th a t 
th e cu rre n t running expenses of gov­ 
e r n m e n t in many cities, villages and 
school districts has been converted 
Into deficiency bonds or certificates

son said, ‘ the present one does not 
attem pt to destroy cancerous tissues. 
Instead the diseased tissue is a p p a r ­ 
ently restored to norm al ” 
T h e sub 
stance used 
in 
the tr e a t m e n t is a 
product of the disintegration of ra 
diuni and rem ains active only 27 days. 
It la placed in glass tubes about one 
inch long and no larger in circu m fer­ 
ence than a needle. 
T hese tubes are 
placed near the diseased tissue and 
allowed to remain there for a varying 
num ber of days.

You won’t question Hie certainty of 
satin s place among the silks after one 
trip through the “yard goods”, depart­ 
m ent! 
For there you are sure to see 
alluring lengths of Hie lustrous fabric 
draped profusely about, observes a 
writer in the Kansas City Star. 
Since you will find satins put out 
by different manufacturers almost ev­ 
ery year under new names, however, 
and since you are sure to find differ­ 
ent kinds, qualities and weights of 
satin by tin* dozen, from Hie extreme­ 
ly lightweight “wash** satins to the 
heavy stiff backed satins, tile impor­ 
tant thing to remember is not the 
mere names of tile cloths, but certain 
general rules which will guide you in 
your selection. 
Now, satin is always made in the 
characteristic satin weave—tin* fine 
silk warp passes over a group of Hie 
filling threads, say seven of them. 
and then under one, so that nearly 
all the warp is brought to the surface 
and nearly all tho weft Is left under­ 
neath. 
This manner of weaving Is 
chiefly responsible for the high luster 
all satins have; the variation in gloss 
comes with the quality of the silk 
used, since Hie better the silk the 
higher the luster; and with the meth 
od of finishing and extent to which 
tile goods Is “calendered” or pressed 
between hot rollers. 
When first taken 
from loom, satins are somewhat flossy 
and rough, and so must be dressed, 
which process removes the fibrous 
ends, and also Increases tile natural 
brilliance. 
You must remember, however, that 
the higher the gloss of tile fabric, that 
the more easily It will wear shabby. 
For this reason you should select the 
fine, high-priced satin only for “dress” 
wear, then you will find that it gives 
quito satisfactory service. 
Hard, ev­ 
ery-day wear will “rough up” the sur­ 
face, and give the material a greasy 
shine. 
For hard wear you should se­ 
lect sliort-float satin. 
Look at the hack of the Rat in you 
buy, too, when you consider its dur­ 
ability. 
A crepe back gives a soft 
satin which Is an excellent choice for 
gowns 
o f 
draped 
styles. 
But 
the 
plain-hacked satin Is stiffer and will 
wear 
much 
better. 
Cotton-backed 
satin Is a "good buy" for a lining 
satin. 
When satin first appeared In tile 
trade It was called "aceytuln"; the 
term slipped through Italian lips as 
“zetain"; western tongues dropped the 
“I” and smoothed the name Into our 
silkier-sounding “sntin.” The mate­ 
rial is known to have been in use iii 
England as early as the Fourteenth 
century, and In France and Spain 
.probably earlier than that.
